The explanatory amendment might be con­ 
fined tothe final settlement of the tine con­ 
struction of the Constitution on three special 
points:

1. An express recognition of the right of pro­ 
perty in slaves in the States where it now Cx-

2. Thedutyof protecting this right in all.the 
common Territories throughout their territorial 
existence, and until they shall he admitted as 
States into the Union; with or without slavery, 
as their Constitutions may prescribe. 
3. A like recognition of the right of the mas­ 
ter to have bis slave, who has escaped from 
one State to another, restored and “delivered 
up” to him, and of the validity of the fugitive 
slave law enacted* for this purpose, together 
with a declaration that all State laws impairing 
or defeating this right are violations of the 
Constitution, and are, consequently, ntiil and 
void. 
It may be objected that this construction of 
the Constitution has already been settled by 
the Supreme Conrt of tbe United States, and 
tv hat more ought to be required ? 
The answer 
is, that a very large proportion ofthe people of 
the United States still contest the correctness 
of this decision, and never will cease trom agi­ 
tation and admit its binding force until clearly 
established by tbe people of the several States 
in their sovereign character. 
Such an ex­ 
planatory amendment would, it Is believed, for­ 
ever terminate the existing dissentions and re­ 
store peace and harmony among the States.

In my first annual message I promised to em­ 
ploy my best exertions. In co-operation with 
Congress, to reduce the expenditures of the 
Government within the limits of a wise and ju- 
didious economy. 
An overflowing treftury had 
produced habits of prodigality and extrava­ 
gance which could only be gradually corrected. 
Tho work required both time and patience. 
I 
applied myself diligently to this task from.the 
beginning, and was aided by the able and ener­ 
getic efforts of tbe Heads of the different Ex­ 
ecutive Departments. 
The result of onr labors 
in this good cause did not Appear in the sunt 
total of our expenditures for the first two years, 
mainly in consequence of the extraordinary ex­ 
penditure necessarily incurred in the Utah ex­ 
pedition, and the very large amount ofthe con­ 
tingent expenses of Congress during this pe­ 
riod.

_ In order to justify secession as a constitu- 
tional remedy it must be on the principle 
that the Federal government is a mere vol- 
untary association of States, to be dissolved 
at pleasure by any on© of the contracting 
parties. If this be so, the confederacy is a 
rope of sand, to be penetrated and dissolved 
by the first adverse waves of public opinion 
in any of the States. 


In this manner our thirty-three States 


may resolve themselves into as many petty, 
jarring, and hostile republics, .each one re- 
tiring from the Union, without responsibili- 
ty, whenever any sudden excitement might 
impel them to such a Course. By this pro- 
cesa a Union might be entirely broken into 
fragment* in a few weeks, which cost our 
forefathen many yean of toil, privation and 
blood to establish. 
. 


Such a principle is wholly inconsistent 


with the history as well as the character of 
the Federal Constitution. 
After it was 


framed, with the greatest 'deliberation 
and care, it was submitted to conventions of 
the people of the several States for ratifica- 
tion. 
It« provisions were discussed at 


length in these bodies, composed of ffte 
first men of the country. 


Its opponent* contended that it conferred 


powers upon the Federal Government dan- 
gerous to the tights of the States, whilst its 
advocates mainHined that under ' a fair 
construction of tho instrument there wan no 
foundation, for such apprehensions. In 
that mighty ctrnggle between- the first in- 
tellects of this or any other country, it 
never occurred to any individual, either 
among it« opponent* or advocates; to- assert, 
or even to intimate, that their effort* were 
all, vain labor, because- the moment that 
any State felt-Jtegelf aggrieved she might 
secede from the Union. What a crushing 
argument Would this have proved against 
those* who dreaded that the rights of the 
States would be endangered by the Consti- 
tution.

In short, the Government created by the 


Constitution, and deriving its authority from 
the sovereign people of each of the States, 
has precisely the same right to exercise its 
power over the people of all these States, 
in the enumerated cases, that each one of 
them, possesses over subjects not delegated 
to the United States but "reserved to the 
States, respectively, or to the people." 


To the extent of the delegated powers the 


Constitution of the United States is as much 
a part of the Constitution of each State, and 
is as binding upon its people as though it 
had been textually inserted therein. 


This Government, therefore, is a great 


and powerful Government, invested with all 
the attributes 6f sovereignty over the spe- 
cial subjects to which its authority extends. 
Its framers never intended to implant in its 
bosom the seeds of its own destruction, nor 
were f hey at its creation guilty of the ab- 
surdity of providing for its own dissolution. 
It was not intended by its framers to be the 
baselesw'fabric of a vision w.hich, at the 
touch of the enchanter, would vanish into 
t Inn air, but a substantial and mighty fabric, 
capable of resisting the slow decay of time 
and 6f defying the storms of ages, fndecd, 
well may the jealous patriots of that day 
have indulged fears that a Government of 
such high powers might violate the reserved 
right* of the States, and wisely did "they 
adopt the rule of a strict construction of 
these powers' to,prevent the danger!
